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PURPOSE  OF  THIS  PLAN 


A. 


Overview: 


Title  XX  of  the  Social  Security  Act  was  passed  by  Congress  in  December, 
1974,  and  signed  by  the  President  on  January  4,  1975.  The  purpose  of 
Title  XX  is  to  assist  states  in  providing  services  to  their  residents 
through  a  federal  money  grant.  In  Montana,  Title  XX  monies  are  adminis- 
tered by  the  Department  of  Social  and  Rehabilitation  Services  (SRS). 

Federal  law  requires  that  services  in  this  plan  be  directed  at  the  fol- 
lowing goals: 

1.  Achieving  or  maintaining  economic  self-support; 

2.  Achieving  or  maintaining  self-sufficiency,  including  reducing  or 
preventing  dependency; 

3.  Preventing  or  remedying  neglect,  abuse,  or  exploitation  of  children 
and  adults  unable  to  protect  their  own  interests;  or  preserving, 
rehabilitating,  or  reuniting  families; 

4.  Preventing  or  reducing  inappropriate  institutional  care  by  providing 
community-based  care,  home-based  care,  or  other  forms  of  less  inten- 
sive care;  or 

5.  Securing  referral  or  admission  for  institutional  care  when  other 
forms  of  care  are  not  appropriate,  or  providing  services  to  individ- 
uals in  institutions.

Federal  regulations  governing  this  plan  are  contained  in  the  Code  of 
Federal  Regulations,  Title  45,  Part  1396.  Although  Federal  dollars  are 
provided  to  Montana  based  on  a  fiscal  year  beginning  October  1  and  ending 
September  30,  the  Federal  dollars  are  spent  within  the  State  fiscal  year 
from  October  1  to  June  30. 


Congress  has  not  appropriated  money  for  Title  XX  for  fiscal  year  1982. 
According  to  the  federal  register  (December  8,  1981)  $10,713,410  may  be 
available  to  Montana  although  this  figure  is  subject  to  change.  In  FY 
1981,  $10,439,548  was  available  to  Montana.

Services : 

1.  Writing  and  keeping  current  a  State  Plan  for  Administering  Title  XX. 

2.  Writing  and  publishing  service  plans. 

3.  Gaining  public  participation  in  developing  and  reviewing  service 
plans . 

4.  Estimating  future  expenditures. 

5.  Accounting  for  funds  spent. 

6.  Setting  rules  for  determining  eligibility  for  services. 

7.  Setting  rules  to  protect  applicant  and  client  rights  including  rules 
for  fair  hearings. 

8.  Administering  or  supervising  the  administration  for  the  provision  of 
services . 

9.  Operating  the  program  on  a  statewide  basis. 

10.  Complying  with  any  program  reporting  requirements. 

11.  Overall  supervision  of  Title  XX  activities. 

C.  Public  Review  Process  for  the  Two  Year  Social  Services  Plan: 

Since  this  plan  is  effective  for  the  next  two  years,  the  publication  of  a 
proposed  plan  will  not  take  place  again  until  1982  on  approximately  the 
following  dates:

D.   Definitions  of  Terms: 

Fiscal  year  -  A  12  month  period  from  July  1  of  one  year  to  June  30  of  the 
next  year.  The  Montana  Legislature  provides  budgets  for  state  agencies 
based  on  fiscal  years. 

Client (s)/recipient(s)  -  Individual(s)  who  receive  services  from  SRS 
personnel  or  through  contracts  by  this  department  with  other  providers. 

AFDC/Title  IVA  -  Refers  to  recipients  of  Aid  to  Families  with  Dependent 
Children.  The  AFDC  program  provides  money  payments  to  certain  low-income 
families  with  children  who  have  been  determined  eligible. 

SSI/Title  XVI  -  Refers  to  recipients  of  Supplemental  Security  Income 
and/or  State  Supplemental  payments.  Recipients  have  been  determined 
eligible  on  the  basis  of  income  and  age,  blindness  or  disability. 

Medicaid/Title  XIX  -  Refers  to  individuals  who  are  recipients  of  Medical 
Assistance.  Title  XIX  provides  money  payments  for  certain  approved 
medical  services  when  individuals  are  determined  eligible  on  the  basis  of 
income  and  conditions  similar  to  those  required  for  AFDC  or  SSI 
eligibility. 

Income  eligible  -  Refers  to  individuals  who  are  not  recipients  of  AFDC, 
SSI  or  Medicaid,  but  are  eligible  for  certain  services  because  their 
income  is  below  80%  of  the  state's  median  income  calculated  by  program 
year  and  by  family  size. 

Without  regard  to  income  -  Refers  to  individuals  who  receive  services  in 
limited  instances  without  regard  to  their  family  income. 

WIN  (Work  Incentive  Program)/Title  IVC  -  Refers  to  recipients  of  AFDC  who 
have  enrolled  in  this  program  so  that  they  can  get  assistance  with  get- 
ting jobs.   Funding  is  very  limited. 


Title  IVB  -  A  title  of  the  Social  Security  Act  providing  special  and 
historically  very  limited  money  for  states  to  provide  services  to 
families  and  children  where  children  are  in  danger  of  or  are  experiencing 
neglect,  abuse  or  exploitation.  Child  foster  care,  day  care  and 
unmarried  parent  services  are  among  the  services  that  may  be  provided. 

Family  -  The  basic  family  unit  consisting  of  one  or  more  adults  and 
children,  if  any,  related  by  blood,  marriage  (including  common  law),  or 
adoption,  and  residing  in  the  same  household.  Where  related  adults, 
other  than  spouses,  or  unrelated  adults  reside  together,  each  shall  be 
considered  a  separate  family.  Children  living  with  relatives  other  than 
their  natural  or  adoptive  parents,  emancipated  minors,  and  children, 
living  under  the  care  of  unrelated  persons,  such  as  foster  children  shall 
be  considered  a  one  person  family. 

SRS  -  The  abbreviation  used  to  refer  to  the  Montana  Department  of  Social 
and  Rehabilitation  Services. 

DD/Developmentally  Disabled  -  By  Montana's  definition,  these  terms  refer 
to  persons  with  learning  disabilities  due  to  "mental  retardation, 
cerebral  palsy,  epilepsy,  autism,  or  any  other  neurological  handicapping 
condition  closely  related  to  mental  retardation  and  requiring  treatment 
similar  to  that  required  by  mentally  retarded  individuals  if  the  dis- 
ability originated  before  the  person  attained  age  18,  has  continued  or 
can  be  expected  to  continue  indefinitely,  and  constitutes  a  substantial 
handicap  of  the  person." 


II.   ORGANIZATION  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT 

A.    Organizational  Structure: 

The  state  office  structure  of  the  Montana  Department  of  Social  and  Reha- 
bilitation Services  is  outlined  on  the  following  organizational  chart. 
The  Department's  Director  serves  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Governor  of 
Montana.  The  Title  XX  Coordinator  who  has  responsibility  for  developing 
this  plan  is  located  in  the  Director's  Office,  Office  of  Program  and 
Planning.  Supervision  and  development  of  plans  for  individual  Title  XX 
programs  is  the  responsibility  of  the  following  units:  Community 
Services  Division  and  Developmental  Disabilities  Division. 
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Title  XX  is  only  one  of  the  federal  funding  sources  administered  by  the 
Department.   Other  funding  sources  include: 


Title  XIX  -  Medicaid; 

Title  IVA  -  Aid  to  Families  with  Dependent  Children; 

Title  IVB  -  Child  Welfare  Services; 

Title  XVI  -  Supplemental  Security  Income; 


Developmental  Disabilities  Act; 
Food  Stamps ; 

Title  III  -  Older  Americans'  Act;  and 
Rehabilitation  Act

For  planning  and  service  delivery  purposes,  the  state  is  divided  into 
five  regions.  The  bold  lines  on  the  following  map  represent  the 
boundaries  of  each  region.  Services  may  be  available  in  one  region  and 
not  in  another.  Under  service  definitions  (pages  15  to  28),  communities 
where  service  facilities  are  located  and  the  geographic  areas  covered  are 
specified. 
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Supervisory  staff  for  Developmental  Disabilities  Division  are  located  in 
each  regional  office.  For  Community  Services  Division,  supervisory  staff 
are  located  in  district  offices. 

B.  Volunteer  Activities: 

The  Big  Brother/Sister  program  is  almost  entirely  reliant  on  volunteers. 
Each  year,  approximately  380  adults  donate  their  time  to  children  in  this 
program.  Other  programs  which  involve  volunteers  include  foster  grand- 
parents, parents  anonymous,  and  advocacy  for  developmentally  disabled 
persons . 

C.  Relationships  Between  Service  Programs: 

Title  XX  Service  Programs 

Developmental  Disabilities  Division 

The  Developmental  Disabilities  Division  was  created  and  funded  by  the 
Montana  Legislature  in  1973.  Since  then  it  has  promoted  the  development 
of  community  services  for  developmentally  disabled  persons  across 
Montana . 

The  Developmental  Disabilities  Division  works  closely  with  Boulder  River 
School  and  Hospital,  Eastmont  Training  Center,  Regional  DD  Councils, 
Nursing  Homes,  Mental  Health  Centers,  Vocational  Rehabilitation  Services, 
Public  Schools  and  County  Social  Workers.  Many  clients  are  recipients  of 
SSI  and  Medicaid.  SSI  payments  are  used  to  pay  board  and  room  in  some 
instances  and  Medicaid  pays  for  some  medical  and  mental  health  services. 

Community  Services  Division 

Community  Services  Division  is  responsible  for  services  for  Senior 
Citizens  (Title  III).  These  services  are  provided  through  seven  area 
agencies  on  aging.  The  division  is  also  responsible  for  some  services 
for  disabled  and  for  services  on  behalf  of  children,  youth  and  families 
(Titles  IVB,  IVA,  IVC  and  XIX)  and  for  services  for  Indo-chinese 
refugees.  There  are  staff  located  in  county  welfare  departments  and  in 
SRS  district  offices.  The  division  also  contracts  for  specific  types  of 
services  such  as  Big  Brothers  and  Siters  and  Family  Planning.  One 
bureau  (Management  Operations)  is  responsible  for  planning  and  policy 
coordination  for  all  of  these  programs. 

The  Management  Operations  Bureau  under  Community  Services  Division 
establishes  standards  for  child  day  care  and  can  grant  waivers  if  needed 
for  specific  homes  and  centers. 

Non-Title  XX  Service  Programs 

(Addresses  of  Area  Agencies  are  provided  in  Appendix  A.) 

Vocational  Rehabilitation  Services  Division 

This  Division  provides  services  to  help  disabled  persons  become  employed 
and  determines  eligibility  for  applicants  for  Supplemental  Security 
Income.   Applications  for  SSI  are  screened  in  the  state  office  by  Dis- 


ability  Determination  Bureau.  Services  include:  payment  for  certain 
types  of  medical  treatment,  for  personal  and  work-related  equipment  such 
as  wheelchairs,  and  for  education  and  training.  Vocational  Rehabilita- 
tion Counselors  are  located  in  each  SRS  District  Office.  Counselors 
take  applications  for  services,  approve  applicants  for  services  and 
provide  on-going  assistance  to  clients  while  they  are  involved  in  the 
program.  Federal  funds  are  provided  under  Vocational  Rehabilitation 
Amendments  to  the  Social  Security  Act. 

Visual  Services  Division 

Visual  Services  Division  provides  rehabilitation  services  for  eligible 
visually  impaired  persons.  Counselors  are  located  in  each  SRS  District 
Office.  Services  include  but  are  not  limited  to:  counseling,  rehabili- 
tation teaching,  mobility  training,  purchase  of  equipment,  payment  for 
vocational  training  and  for  some  medical  or  medically  related  services. 
Federal  funds  are  provided  under  Public  Law  95-602. 


III.  PLAN  DEVELOPMENT 

"     A.    Planning  for  Title  XX: 

Overview 

When  the  Department  of  Social  and  Rehabilitation  Services  begins  to  plan 
for  Title  XX,  related  service  programs  and  federal  funds  are  considered. 
Funds  which  can  only  be  used  for  very  specific  purposes  are  used  first. 
Title  XX  is  then  used  to  meet  service  needs  which  have  been  identified  in 
the  State  that  cannot  be  funded  from  other  sources. 

During  the  comment  period  for  this  plan,  representatives  of  the 
department  met  with  various  groups  and  discussed  the  plan  with  them.  The 
plan  was  also  sent  to  public  interest  groups  and  to  agencies  who  might  be 
interested  in  order  to  encourage  interest  and  comment. 

B.    Comments  on  the  Proposed  Plan: 

Comments  on  the  proposed  plan  for  fiscal  years  1982  and  1983  were 
received  from  private  citizens  in  the  State  and  from  public  and  private 
agencies.  A  file  of  comments  will  be  maintained  for  three  years  and  may 
be  reviewed  by  contacting:

Following  is  a  summary  of  comments  and  responses. 

Group  Home  Services  for  the  Elderly  -  As  an  alternative  to  nursing  home 
care  for  senior  citizens,  SRS  has  been  developing  alternative  care  homes. 
There  was  concern  expressed  in  one  area  of  the  State  about  the  lack  of 
supportive  services  for  these  homes.  Community  Services  Division  is 
putting  continuing  efforts  into  strengthening  the  group  home  system. 
Developing  services  requires  involvement  both  at  the  State  and  local 
levels . 

Natural  Family  Planning  -  A  question  was  raised  concerning  why  SRS  does 
not  provide  "natural"  family  planning  services  or  refer  to  the  Couple  to 
Couple  League  which  supplies  this  service  in  Montana.  Since  SRS  staff  do 
not  have  the  expertise  necessary  for  family  planning  counseling,  SRS  has 
a  contract  with  the  Department  of  Health  to  provide  family  planning 
services.  These  providers  have  become  increasingly  involved  with  provid- 
ing natural  family  planning  services  themselves  or  have  made  agreements 
with  the  Couple  to  Couple  League.  SRS  is  supportive  of  these  efforts. 
It  is  important  that  all  alternatives  are  available  to  applicants  so  they 
may  make  free  and  informed  choices. 

•Employment-related  Day  Care  -  There  were  several  comments  on 
employment-related  day  care.   All  were  supportive  of  the  need  to  have 


this  service  available  to  parents  who  need  to  work  or  prepare  for  work. 
SRS  will  continue  to  support  quality  day  care. 

Services  for  the  Mentally  111  -  Comments  were  made  that  certain  service 
definitions  should  include  eligibility  for  the  mentally  ill.  Although 
not  specified,  supportive  social  services  are  provided  for  the  mentally 
ill  under  Title  XX.  SRS  is  not  the  primary  agency  for  responsibility  in 
this  area.  However,  the  agency  is  involved  especially  in  providing 
support  and  referrals  for  treatment  services. 

Services  for  Montana's  American  Indian  Population  -  Comments  were  sub- 
mitted pointing  out  that  no  mention  was  made  of  Montana's  American  Indian 
population  in  the  proposed  plan.  SRS  is  now  making  efforts  to  identify 
where  the  American  Indian  population  is  located  by  county  and  some 
characteristics  of  that  population  including  family  size  and  composition. 
Also,  we  hope  to  have  information  concerning  what  types  of  services  are 
being  provided  under  Title  XX  by  the  time  the  next  plan  is  published. 
Workers  continue  to  use  provider  groups  who  specialize  in  services  to 
American  Indians  and  to  appreciate  their  special  assistance. 

C.  Needs  Assessment: 

For  this  planning  cycle,  needs  assessments  were  done  by  the  individual 
programs  in  SRS.   The  following  sources  were  used: 

Medical  Social  Worker  Reports  -  for  the  Senior  Citizen  population. 

Community  Youth  Needs  Assessments  -  from  local  Child  and  Youth 
Development  Bureau  staff. 

Day  Care  Provider  and  Consumer  Surveys  -  addressing  special  issues 
in  day  care. 

Social  Service  Staff  Surveys  and  Social  Worker  Reports  -  addressing 
needs  in  this  broad  social  services  area  including  training  needs. 

Provider  and  Staff  Surveys  in  Developmental  Disabilities  Division  - 
addressing  client  needs  for  current  services  and  supplementary 
service  and  training  needs. 

The  Title  IVB  Plan  -  which  included  Federal,  State  and  local  staff 
in  identifying  child  welfare  service  and  training  needs. 

Adoption  Needs  -  addressing  clients  needing  current  services. 

D.  Changes  from  the  Proposed  to  Final  Plans       -      Results  of  the  1981 
Legislative  Session: 

As  a  result  of  the  1981  Legislative  session,  the  Division  of  Community 
Services  from  the  Department  of  Community  Affairs  was  transferred  to  the 
Department  of  SRS.  Program  responsibilities  were  put  in  Economic 
Assistance  Division  and  the  Directors  Office  of  SRS.   The  changes  in  the 
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organizational  structure  of  SRS  were  made  because  of  the  transferring  of 
these  responsibilities  and  because  of  the  need  to  economize  and  increase 
efficiency.  These  efforts  to  economize  while  maintaining  service 
programs  become  especially  important  in  light  of  substantial  budget  cuts 
currently  being  considered  by  Congress.  (See  Organizational  Chart,  page 
5.) 

In  addition,  the  following  program  changes  will  be  made  as  a  result  of 
1981  Legislative  actions: 

Services  for  Children  and  Families 

Foster  homes  are  sometimes  necessary  for  certain  children  and  youth 
generally  for  short  periods  of  time.  In  efforts  to  continue  quality 
foster  and  group  homes  for  children  a  10%  per  year  rate  increase  was 
requested  and  granted. 

Day  care  payments  are  used  to  assist  low-income  families  where  parents 
are  in  training  for  employment  or  are  working.  Day  care  is  also  some- 
times used  as  a  service  for  families  whose  children  are  in  danger  of 
abuse  or  neglect.  Recognizing  the  essential  importance  of  providing  a 
nurturing  environment  for  children,  a  dollar  per  day  rate  increase  for 
1981  was  requested.  This  request  also  passed.  However,  eligibility  was 
restricted  to  AFDC  recipients  except  in  cases  of  child  abuse  and  neglect 
and  funding  for  AFDC  related  day  care  was  transferred  to  Title  IVA. 

The  Sliding  Scale  Day  Care  Program  was  repealed  during  the  1981  session. 
Concerns  about  the  possible  growth  in  this  program  and  therefore,  rising 
costs  seemed  to  be  the  central  issues. 

Funding  for  Community  Coordinated  Child  Care  (4C's)  workers  was  elimin- 
ated during  the  1981  session.  These  workers  promoted  the  development  of 
services  for  children  in  local  communities.  They  were  especially  in- 
volved in  developing  and  supporting  day  care  services,  in  addition  to 
providing  training  to  day  care  providers. 

Certain  children  legally  freed  for  adoption,  are  "hard  to  place"  - 
"children  with  special  needs"  because  of  physical  or  mental  handicaps  or 
other  factors.  In  these  instances,  SRS  can  supply  medical  and/or  finan- 
cial assistance  to  adoptive  families.  The  Legislature  passed  the  request 
for  additional  monies   for  additional  children  needing  this  service. 

There  was  a  change  in  the  family  planning  component  of  the  Department  of 
Health,  which  will  impact  SRS  clients  receiving  this  contracted  service. 
Providers  can  still  prescribe  contraceptives  but  can  no  longer  provide 
them  on  a  sliding  scale  basis  as  was  possible  previously. 

Funding  for  current  spouse  abuse  programs  was  increased  by  $5,000.  a 
special  appropriation  of  $40,500  was  also  provided  to  develop  new 
shelters  and  safe  homes  for  victims  of  spouse  abuse. 

Services  for  the  Developmentally  Disabled 

Money  to  repair  community  homes  for  developmentally  disabled  persons  was 
requested  but  not  approved.  The  Developmental  Disabilities  Division, 
however,  was  provided  with  some  additional  monies  for  group  home  and 
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vocational  services  in  order  to  expand  these  services  to  serve  some 
people  on  waiting  lists.  Funds  to  upgrade  salaries  of  group  home  parents 
were  also  provided. 

Service  for  Adults 

Positions  for  15  additional  homemakers  to  help  adults  stay  in  their  own 

homes  was  requested  but  not  approved. 

Efforts  continue  to  upgrade  existing  adult  services.  Medical  social 
workers  currently  serve  on  nursing  home  preadmission  screening  teams 
across  the  state.  Wherever  possible,  community  services  are  identified 
to  assist  senior  citizens  and  others  to  find  alternatives  to  nursing 
homes.  Identifying  and  strengthening  supportive  services  for  Senior 
Citizens  and  physically  and  mentally  disabled  adults  continues  to  get 
emphasis . 

REPORTING  AND  EVALUATING: 

Reporting  and  evaluation  provides  information  for  planning.  Some  of  the 
following  types  of  questions  are  asked:  What  types  of  services  are  most 
people  requesting?  How  many  people  are  currently  waiting  for  certain 
services?  What  goals  and  objectives  have  we  achieved  and  how  should  they 
be  changed?  What  changes  are  needed  to  make  services  more  effective? 
The  following  are  examples  of  reporting  and  evaluation  efforts  in  Title 
XX  programs. 

All  providers  of  Title  XX  services  are  required  to  make  reports  to  the 
state  office.  This  allows  program  managers  to  identify  numbers  of 
recipients  and  service  costs  on  a  monthly,  quarterly,  and  annual  basis. 

Developmental  Disabilities  Division  also,  does  quite  extensive  evalua- 
tions of  clients'  movement  through  services  and  clients'  needs  for  ser- 
vices that  are  unavailable  at  the  time  of  application.  On-site  formal 
program  and  financial  reviews  are  periodically  conducted  and  regional 
staff  from  the  Division  are  involved  with  contractors  on  an  on-going 
basis  to  assist  with  program  compliance. 

Community  Services  Division  was  recently  reorganized  and  an  evaluation 
bureau  was  added.   Plans  for  evaluation  and  reporting  efforts  will  be 
taking  place  over  the  next  few  months. 

Certain  services  are  sometimes  selected  for  special  evaluations.  This 
past  biennium  special  studies  were  made  on  the  sliding  scale  day  care 
program,  on  day  care  in  general  and  on  foster  care  rate  structures. 

Employment  of  AFDC  Recipients  By  Day  Care  Providers 

Federal  regulations  allow  Title  XX  money  to  be  used  to  provide  grants  to 
day  care  providers  for  the  purpose  of  employing  AFDC  recipients.

Staff  Development  has  one  and  one  quarter  positions  devoted  to  Title  XX 
training.  They,  also,  have  a  contract  with  the  University  of  Montana  to 
develop  and  provide  training  for  Title  XX  service  providers. 

Periodically,  needs  assessments  are  done  to  identify  training  needs.  Program 
Managers,  Social  Service  Supervisors,  and  local  workers  participate.  Once 
needs  are  identified,  they  are  prioritized  and  workshops  are  scheduled  in 
different  parts  of  the  State  based  on  resources  (i.e.,  trainers,  travel  money 
...)  available.  Workshop  schedules  are  published  and  distributed  throughout 
the  agency  each  quarter. 

Protective  services  for  children,  foster  care  for  children  and  protective  ser- 
vices for  adults  have  received  special  attention  over  the  last  year.  Clarify- 
ing and  developing  skills  and  knowledges  in  these  areas  has  been  emphasized 
within  the  Department  and  the  University  as  new  and  improved  methods  for 
dealing  with  such  problems  have  developed  across  the  country.  Montana  has 
seen  increasing  caseloads  in  some  of  these  areas.  By  stressing  case  manage- 
ment and  planning  skills,  improved  methods  for  dealing  with  these  problems  are 
being  developed  for  Montana. 

To  the  degree  that  resources  permit,  this  Department  tries  to  make  training 
available  to  staff  and  contract  service  providers  in  the  skills  and  knowledges 
they  need  to  provide  services.  Training  to  maintain  knowledges  and  improve 
abilities  are  always  in  demand.  Where  special  workshops  cannot  be  scheduled, 
meetings  such  as  of  the  Montana  Day  Care  Association  or  of  family  planning 
providers  are  useful  to  provide  training  in  these  special  areas.

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DEVELOPMENTAL  DISABILITIES  DIVISION  -  TITLE  XX  TRAINING 

Four  hundred  thousand  dollars  has  been  requested  for  Title  XX  (Subpart  H) 
training  for  the  Developmental  Disabilities  Division  (DDD)  for  the  1982-83 
Biennium.  These  funds  will  be  used  for  salaries,  benefits,  travel  and  per 
diem  expenses  of  staff  of  the  Technical  Assistance  Section  of  DDD  to  plan, 
design,  and  implement  training  for  eligible  staff  of  contracted  service  pro- 
viders. These  funds  will  also  be  used  to  purchase  such  things  as  training 
materials  and  office  space. 

The  Technical  Assistance  Section  currently  has  two  major  components:  the 
Training  Resource  and  Information  Center  (TRIG)  and  the  Regional  Clinical 
Trainers  (RCT) . 

TRIC  is  primarily  a  materials,  equipment,  and  research  library  for  training 
and  is  located  in  Helena.  Among  its  holdings  are  training  materials,  books, 
films,  video  tapes,  journals,  film  and  video  equipment.  TRIC  staff  are  also 
responsible  for  research  and  for  development  of  new  training  materials.  The 
three  staff  of  TRIC  are  State  employees. 

RCTs  are  the  field  trainers  for  Developmental  Disabilities  Division.  It  is 
their  responsibility  to  provide  training  on-site  (whenever  possible)  to  all 
staff  of  contracted  providers  who  work  directly  with  DD  clients.  Among  the 
types  of  providers  trained  are  group  home  staff,  semi-independent  living 
staff,  work  activity  and  sheltered  workshop  staff.  Though  positions  for  10 
Regional  Clinical  Trainers  are  authorized,  current  funding  has  allowed  only 
8.25  filled  positions.   RCTs  are  located  in  SRS  Regional  Offices. 

The  Section  is  supervised  by  a  Technical  Assistance  Coordinator  who  is  on  the 
staff  of  the  Developmental  Disabilities  Division  in  Helena.  The  Coordinator 
is  responsible  for  the  overall  functioning  of  the  section,  as  well  as  respond- 
ing to  training  needs  as  identified  through  formal  and  informal  needs  assess- 
ment surveys . 

Current  needs  are  assessed  by  two  methods.  The  Section  itself  conducts  inter- 
views with  each  provider,  and  the  provider  organization  shares  the  results  of 
its  formal  needs  assessments  with  the  Section. 

The  types  of  training  offered  can  be  put  into  three  major  categories. 

First,  initial/introductions  training.  This  training  is  typically  a  week  long 
session  during  which  staff  learn  the  resources  available  to  them  through  local 
communities  and  State  agencies,  as  well  as  the  basics  of  client  training 
(e.g.,  Individual  Habilitation  Planning;  how  to  design,  write  and  implement 
individual  program  plans;  first  aid,  basic  health  and  nutritional  needs  of 
clients;  menu  planning;  and  other  basic  skills). 

Second,  the  Section  has  developed  an  80  hour  curriculum  (college  credit  avail- 
able, SRS  certification  upon  completion)  which  covers  client  training  skills 
in  depth.   This  curriculum  comprises  the  majority  of  RCT  on-site  training. 

Third,  auxiliary  topics  are  offered  upon  request,  such  as  sign  language, 
certification  in  first  aid,  the  Art  of  Gentle  Self-Defense . 
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Due  to  the  ever  present  turnover  in  Montana's  programs  (as  high  as  300% 
annually)  the  need  for  staff  training  has  not  decreased.  Indeed,  even  if 
turnover  was  held  to  a  minimum,  the  continually  more  sophisticated  training 
needs  would  continue  to  demand  training.
